In a word, the Church of England wor: :

and therefore wanteth nothing that is 
neceffary to Salvation. 

V. You may look upon our Ceremo- 
nies, which ars few and eaſie, ancient 
and ſignificant, and though we do not 
place ſo muck Religion in Externals as 
the Church of Rowe doth, yet here is 
preſcribed all that is needful for decency 
and order, vis. That the Clergy alk 
ways wear grave and diſtinit Habits, 
and have peculiar Garments in Divine 
Adminiſtrations ; that Churches be ador« 
ned and neat; that the People be reve- 
rent in God's Houſe; that the memory of

vals of the Holy Apoſtles, -be religiouſly 
obſerved ; that Let, with the Vigils cf 
great Feaſts, 'the Ember weeks, anda l 
the Fridays in the Year, be kept as dayg 
of Faſting er Abſtinence, and if ſome Pro- 
teſtants do not obſerye them, yet _—

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_ do; and are commended for it, arid you 
may followthe beft, not the moſt: you 
will have more liberty (by turningto 
the Engliſh Church ) as to Circumiftan= 
tials, and greater helps as to the Eſſen- 
tials of Religion : So that it is upon all 
accounts your wiſeſt and ſafeſt courſe to 
embrace 'this ſo True, ſo Primitive, fo 
Pious, and ſo Rational a Religion. -Let 
me therefore ſhut up my Charitable and 
Friendly Advice, by Requeſting you to 
conſider all theſe things without preju- 
dice or paſſion, and then Thope you will 
perceive how much the Religion of tbz 
Church excells that of Rome, in Antique 
ty, Integrity , and Uſefulneſs, and no 
longer ſuffer your ſelves to be fo ſadly 
impoſed on, and ſo miſerably made to 
ſerve the ends of Avarice and- Ambi- 
tion: And if you have taken ſuch pru: 
dent and pions Reſolutions, you fhall 
not only be freed from the inconven 
ences you complain: of here, but alſo 
have better afſurances/ of” your Salvaz 
tion hereafter, thari the Roy Church 
can give you; For there you have 
only the words of their Prieſts for it, 
whoſe Intereſt, and whoſe practice-t 
By, hath 
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hath been to deceive: you ;> Put: bers 
you ſhall have all the alſurances which 
the Word of God can! give;you;: : pro 
vided you become Reformed in your 
Lives as well as: in your Religion, and 
will leave of your old Vices, . as well 
as your-old Opmnions;;:: For unleſs we 
can- perſwade you te . become: Proſe- 
lytes of Righteouſneſs, ' we ſhall-not 
much value the gaining you over:to 
our Profeſſion; becauſe we know: it is 
neither the being Papiſt' nor | Proteſtant 
will fave thoſe: that live in their ſins ;

you to unfeigned Repentance, and the 
practice of real. Holineſs. - And if you 
deſire farther information in theſe par- 
ticulars, let me adviſe. you to conſult 
the late; Eminent Proteſtant Writers;
